almshouse and opened up lives of 


dignified self-maintenance ir the 
well-ordered retreat that now 
houses 93 guests. 

Now, each week, Eventide is 
compelled to turn away an aver- 
age of 12 elderly women. It gives 
no one so much as Mrs. R. V. Haz- 
lett; treasurer of Eventide, and a 
member of the board of advisors. 
For 27 years she has been a path- 
finder to new contentment for 
elderly women at Eventide, 

“We are having to turn these 
dozen applicants back into the 
confusion of maladjusted home 
lives, if there is any home life at 
all, and we are fearful of the con- 
sequences,” she explains. ‘We 
don’t know just what is going to 
become of them. Every inch of 
space at Eventide is at a premium. 
We have plenty of room on each 
side of the building to udd to the 
capacity, but there are no funds 
to build with.” 

The scene now shifts to the chas- 
tened elegance of Eventide's ad- 
ministrative offices. 

PAST YEARS RECALLED 
There a patient woman of 71 
years, occasionally sweeping a 
truent white lock from a seam- 
less brow, summons memories of 
the bell-clanging women of 42 
years ago. Then she was the sec- 
retary of a leading Atlanta law- 
yer. Now she is a guest of Even- 
tide herself, and is resident secre- 
tary. 

The women who clanged Even- 
tide into existence with dinner 
bells used to fascinate her as she 
passed Peachtree and Cain during 
her lunch‘ hour in the Atlanta of 
another day. 

Her almost girlish face is benign 
when she says: “We want an 
Eventide so spacious that no old 
woman will ever have to clang 
bells on street corners again.” 
Frugality is almost a fetish at 
Eventide, but there is comfort and 
sufficiency, too. How do they do 
it? The secretary led me to the 
“food arsenal” at Eventide. 

She opened enormous cupboard 
doors and pointed out 1,600 quarts 
of fruits and vegetables canned 
under her svfpervision last sum- 
mer. Half apologetically she ex- 
plained that “we were able to get 
only four crates of pears from that 
tree in the back yard.” 

NEW GUESTS TAKEN 

She showed me where the old 
dining hall had been vacated to 
make way for 10 eager additional 
guests. A robust elderly guest 
waited at the elevator controls. 
Another occasionally relayed to 
the secretary the gist of business 
telephone calls. 

Across the hall two Eventiders 
ironed away pridefully at prized 
clothing. 

A sweep of the secretary's hand 
indicated the new cafeteria, cheer- 
fully dotted with more than a 
score of neat red tables. A gleam- 
ing steamtable puffed importantly 
in a corner. 

In the clean and airy kitchen, 
presided over by an honor student 
at Spelman College, there stood 
an immense electric ice box. Six 
hooks for beeves were barren. 
“Not enough red points to fill 
them?” 

“No, we can’t find the meat. 
We feel the impact of war just as 
you do.” 

We went to an upper floor to 
see the infirmary. In the ward 
there were five prim, white beds, 
empty. A screen bracketed off the 
sixth. On it rested in silence a 
sightless guest. High morale wards 
off illness, There were but three 
patients in the Eventide infirmary. 
COMFORTABLE QUARTERS 
Each Eventide apartment houses 
two guests in the cheeriness that 
comes from abundant light and 
uplifting colors and decorations. 
This motif is carried further in 
the home's two’ heated porches, 
domain of year-around sunlight. 
The despairing 12 applicants 
who are turned away weekly are 
not demanding. For instance, the 
home’s back-yard servant quarters 
were recently vacated before the 
lure of better-paying war jobs. 
Applicants found out about it 
and besieged the management to 
make their homes in these serv- 
ants’ quarters. The pleas had to 
be denied, 

A gnome-like little guest, rock- 
ing happily by, called out to the 
secretary: “I’m going out for a 
bit of fresh air, a trolley ride.” 
And the air was of a near iciness 
that afternoon. Guests at Even- 
tide can go out at their pleasure, 
so long as they let it be known 
where they can be found. 

It is small wonder that 12 pros- 
pective guests knock at Eventide's 
doors each week. How long they 
continue to knock vainly rests 
squarely on the munificence of 
Atlantans who can make added 
quarters available.

651,000,000 piled up in the Fifth

The impending new record is 
made more impressive by the fact 
that the quota this time was set 
two billion dollars lower than the 
16-billion dollar quota of last 
summer. 

Secretary Morgenthau also told 
reporters:

‘New War's in the Making 
Unless Church Aids Peace’ 


By JOHN FRYE 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 24.—(7)—A 
hero of the last war who became 
e church leader believes that re- 
ligion and the church now have a 
great chance to help create a peace 
based on fairness and good will 
but—if they miss it—“another war 
is in the making.” 

The Rt. Rev. Henry Wise Hob- 
son, 53-year-old Episcopal bishop 
of southern Ohio who has just 
returned from a tour of European 
battlefronts like those on which he 
won the Distinguished Service 
Cross as an infantry major in 1918, 
said: 

“The Gis I talked to aren’t too 
articulate about it, but there’s a 
thinking nucleus among them who 
want to see the world organized 
freely and unselfishly. They’re 
thinking about after the war and 
they don’t want to see any more 
— nationalism and isolation- 


“The church (Bishop Hobson 
made plain that he was not speak- 
ing alone of his own) can do much 
to see that this spark is kept alive 
in them when they return.” 


Bishop Hobson placed much 
hope for new church leadership 
in the chaplains returning from 
the Army and Navy but predicted 
that many would want to return 
to seminaries for six months or so 
of training and reorientation in 
civilian life. 

“They've been away from every- 
thing but the most. essential 


ss 7*Or -> 
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books,” he said, “and 50 to 60 per 
cent of the 800 or so I saw abroad 
said they felt the need of retrain- 
ing.” 

“The church has a great respon- 
sibility,” he added, “in seeing 
it that these men coming back 
the ministry are given work in 
keeping with what they’ve learned 

“We ought to keep open pas- 
torates and parishes where they 
can wield the influence they de- 
serve to wield because of their 
understanding of the men and 
women coming back with them.” 
. Among the things Bishop Hobson 
expects the chaplains br 
back is the servicemen’s lack 
orthodoxy and dislike of narrow 
sectarianism. 

“He wants a broader religion, es 
Bishop Hobson said. “He doesn’t 
talk much about it. He may call 
God the ‘Man Up There,’ or some- 
thing like that, but he knows that 
religion gives him something, some 
strength that he 
other way. 

“Even the hard.men who never 
paid much attention to religion 
before are learning it. One chap- 
lain told me how much trouble he 
had organizing a Bible class in his 
regiment, especially how one ser- 
geant kept telling him to let the 
men alone and not make softies 
out of them. 

“After their first rea] battle, at 
St. Lo, when they had heavy cas- 
ualties, the sergeant came to the 
chaplain and said, ‘““You can have 
the whole regiment for my money 
Your men fought better and two 
of them just risked their -necks to 
save mine.” 

“I don’t go for any of that Polly- 
anna stuff about everybody in the 
front line having religion, but I 
do know that a lot of the men 
want and need ‘something inore 
than they can get from themselves 
and their training.” 

Bishop Hobson has spent much 
time visiting training camps and 
stations in this country. He also 
went to Ergland and Europe on 
behalf of the Army’s chief of chap- 
lains and the commission on Army 
and Navy haplains.

3,000 IN SINGLE WAVE 


In a single wave a record force 
of 2,000 American Flying For- 
tresses and Liberators, escorted by 
more than 1,000 fighters, poured 
down more than 11,000 tons of 
bombs on German air bases and 
supply lines. 

Fourteen air bases sheltering 
the hundreds of enemy fighters 
which have been punishing Ameri- 
can frontline troops were dealt 
smashing blows by U. S. heavy 
bombers aiming their explosives 
from crystal clear* skies. 

At least 116 German tanks were 
disabled, nearly 800 motor vehi- 
cles were wrecked and two bridges 
were destroyed—only part of the 
score of the U. S.’Ninth Air Force 
based in Belgium and France. 
They destroyed 27 of the German 
planes shot down today, but. lost 
23 planes themselves. 

Their escort of almost 1,000 
long-range Mustangs and Thunder: 
bolts accounted for 70 of the Ger- 
man kills, and bombe. crew gun- 
ners shot down 18 more. 

ESSEN ATTACKED 

The RAF Second Tactical Air 
Force got 10 enemy planes. RAF’s 
bomber command sent 500 Hali- 
faxes and Lancasters to Essen and 
Dusseldorf for daylight attacks on 
air fields. 

Eleven cleverly camouflaged air 
bases in the area of Frankfurt 
were hammered by Flying For- 
tresses and Liberators which also 
scattered destruction among rail 
and road junctions and supply 
dumps in the area between Eus- 
kirchen and Trier—a vital 65-mile 
zone in the rear of the German 
bulge into Belgium. 

Medium bombers of the U. S&S. 
Ninth Air Force made 400 sepa- 
rate flights without loss, hitting 
communications centers and scat- 
tering fragmentation bombs on 
troop concentrations.

Nor can one lightly, say 
“Merry Christmas” tonight to our 
armed forces at their battle sta- 
tions all over the world—or to our 
Allies who fight by their side. 

Here, at home, we will celebrate 
this Christmas Day in our tradi- 
tional American way—because of 
its deep spiritual meaning to us;

dition and the story of the com- 
ing of the immortal Prince of 
Peace and good-will. But, in per-

Insisting that men should not 
be obliged to obey a government 
if they are not free to criticize it, 
he said “the masses are an easy 
plaything in the hands of anyone 
who exploits their instincts and im- 
pressions, ready to follow in turn, 
today this flag, tomorrow an- 
other.” Such men, he added, “are 
the capital enemy of true democ:- 
racy and of its ideal of liberty 
and equality.” 

Asserting that very often so- 
ralled pure democracy hides the 
worst defects of democracy, the 
Pontiff . stated that democracy 
could be realized in monarchies 
as well as republics, provided na- 
tional leaders “look upon them- 
selvés as representatives of the 
entire people and not as manda. 
tories of the mob.” 

Declaring that if aggressors feel 
they will be punished by the whole 
world, a new world will arise out 
of the darkness, the papal leader 
called for economic a military 
sanctions against such aggressors 
within the framework of justice.

If I were making such a talk today I think I would say that the 
trouble is we have never really tried to have peace because we 
have not wanted it. 


We have left the words of the heavenly host on that first Christ- 
mas Day up in the sky. We have never drawn them down to earth. 
There are many indications that we will leave them up there in 
the mn! after today; after this war has ended; after the guns have 
stopped. 


They will stay up there in the sky, attention being called to them 
in Christmas sermons, editorials and in Christmas carols. 


We have never drawn them to earth because it would be a most 
uncomfortable thing to do ,.. really to have good will toward one 


and all over the earth. 
Good Will It means that we would have to stop hating people. 
There will be thousands today who attend Christ- 
mas services; bt regard themselves as honest Christians, who keep 
in their heart hate of the Negro, or the Jew, or the Catholic, or the 
Protestant, or the English, or the Rusians, or “foreigners.” 


We cannot have peace on earth without good will toward man. 
The heavenly host stated it very simply. The two go together. 


It is still true today that a nation cannot live half slave and half 
free, as it was when Lincoln pronounced it. And one must go 
farther. The world cannot exist half free and half slave. 


We cannot be safe in our freedom if the people of another coun- 
try are captive and chained, We cannot be safe if half the world is 
fed and half of it hungry. We cannot sit back, with our high standard 
of living, and say to the peoples who are miserable and unfed, that 
we have the best of good will toward them, but please understand 
that we must protect our own comfort and therefore cannot share 
any with them with tariffs and the excesses of nationalism. 


It will last for a while, but finally there will be a war about it. 


We have never yet really wanted peace. 
Related It is not possible to think of the birth of Christ with- 
out thinking of His death on the cross. We have got 
into the habit of saying that Christ died for our sins without con- 
sidering why He was nailed to a cross and a crown of thorhs pressed 
about His brow. 


He was put to death because He was an uncomfortable fellow to 
have around. He still is, as a matter of fact. He kept things in a 
turmoil. He kept upsetting the status quo. He talked about taking 
property from the rich and giving it to the poor. He encouraged 
the, poor and miserable ones to stick up for their rights and to de- 
mand more of life. 


He worried Roman governors, who had to deal with the rabble 
that followed after Him ... sick, diseased, hopeful, curious, persons, 
all of them greatly stirred. 

He upset the church and the priests. He was preaching some- 
thing new ... something very radical and against the accepted law. 

He was a very real radical and they so said. They said He was 

.80 dangerous a radical, and so much of a disturber of the peace, 
that He should be put to death. 

So they crucified Him. \ - 

He ‘died for all our sins, but it is highly important that we re- 
member what all those sins were. It is too easy to select a few and 
say, “He died to atone for these sins of mine.” 

It is important to keep in mind that good will toward man—not 
just some of mankind; not just a selected few that we like because 
they are most like us, but all mankind. 

That is why today there is so much careful selectivity in Chris- 
tianity. Jesus, who was born almost 2,000 years ago, still is a very 
uncomfortable fellow to have around. 

Those who have believed in all His teachings, and not just a few 
of them, know Him for a mighty Comforter. 


But for most of us He is an uncomfortable person to have around. 
That’a why we have left those words up in the sky. 
We never have pulled them down to earth.

Christmas plum pudding and Christmas cake wasn’t good, you 
know, unless it was made three months or more in advance of the 


time it was to be eaten. 

: The richness of those Christmas cakes! Dark, 
Christmas Cake soft cake with a layer of a paste made of 
pulverized almonds and sugar on top. Maybe an inch thick. On 
top of that, completely covering the cake, a coating of white sugar 
icing, with decorations. Sugar rosettes and curlicues and, in icing 
script, “Merry Christmas” on each cake. 


And, when the great day came and we cut the biggest cake of 
all, there were little silver charms, rings and lucky horseshoes and 
threepenny pieces and other valuables, hidden in the cake. 

The puddings, each kept in its round, white cotton covering. 


The oranges were for the making of marmalade. 
Marmalade Each year, at the same season, there would be a 
making of tremendous quantities of orange marmalade, in great 
copper kettles. My mother prized her recipe for this delicacy and 
we all thought there was no other marmalade to compare. 


At that one making she made sufficient to provide for the 
family for a year. It meant enough jars filled to fill a good-sized 
pantry, for we had marmalade on the table at least three meals a 
day. It was a staple, a constant standby. 

And we opened the first jar of the new marmalade on Christ- 


mas Day.

Eternal Concept of Peace 


God’s peace, primeval leader to fellowship, we now peate- 
fully praise. For, peace is the atonement, the consent who 
enerates and operates one common nature in all. All long 
or peace. She converts the divisible multitude total one- 
ness, not silencing all movement but intending every one’s 
proper movement. She reduces the civil war of the universe 
to a harmonious settlement. —Johannes Eriugena. 


I have headed this Christmas editorial with a quotation from a 
medieval philosopher, attributed to the year 850 A. D., toward the 
close of the so-called “dark ages,” which bear for all our modern 
science a:terrible resemblance to our own age. For then, as now, a 
world system and civilization had fallen to pieces, leaving social 
and political disintegration and an intellectual and spiritual vacuum 
to fill which two ideas were contending—what in modern phrase- 
ology would be called “power politics,” and ‘that of the Christian 
faith preaching unity in God. 

It was this antagonism which made the dark ages dark. In the 
time of Eriugena the darkness was beginning to-lift as the concept 
of a moral and spiritual order governing the behavior of princes 
and kings and the relations between classes and peoples was slowly 
emerging. 

Eriugena’s words reveal the true nature of peace. “She con- 
verts the divisible multitude to oneness . . , she reduces the civil 
war to a harmonioyps settlement... peace operates. one common 
nature in all.” a 

The presumption of the “common nature” is essential to peace, 
Yet the times when this common nature was assumed by the 
philosopher, at the beginning of the ninth century, showed no 
outward and visible signs of it. All Europe rocked with wars— 
not one war but continual and unremitting wars—for centuries the 
fragments of a broken civilization had been fighting each other; 
Asiatic hordes were attacking Europe and settling in its midst; 
Moorish tribes were coming from the south; strong men, mobilizing 
the countryside, fought to establish fiefs for. themselves, and other 
strong men sought to oust them. The concept of law was non- 
existent. The idea of equal citizenship partially established in the 
Roman era was gone. Wars were “wars of survival.” The enemy 
had no rights. : 

The contenders sometimes carried the banner of Christ, but it 
was a charter only for themselves. Thus Charlemagne, in the name 


of Christ, having conquered the Saxons (who believed in Wotan), 
executed them wholesale in a bath of their own blood. And there 
seemed no end of all this. 


Yet the philosopher dared to speak of a common nature in 
all men. : ) 


Peace has its laws no less than war. No last 
Laws of Peace ing peace can be made on the ts of. war. 
There is no peace as long as an enemy is an enemy. . It anly exists 
when he becomes a friend. He can only become a. d when a 
new integration can be formed around a superior and political 
concept, in the framework of which persons and nations can find 
oneness not through elimination of any but of the “proper move.

WASHINGTON.—The death of Former Sen, 

Y George H. Moses, of New Hampshire, stirs up recol- 

lections of his career and that, in turn, serves to 

point up the axiom that history repeats itself. 


George Moses, the cynical wag 


of the senate in his day, was the 


storm center in the late '20s and early ’30s of the bitter fight within 
the Republican party between the eastern Old Guard, with which 
he was identified, and the western insurgents, a rampant and ram- 


bunctious crew.

In contemplating the Moses era

A feed store manager, of Bar- 
tow, Fla., who admits he has giv- 
en a lot of thought to the matter, 
suggests to a field reporter that 
we “hang them by their toes in 
solitary confinement.” There is an 
elderly man in Detroit, Mich., who 
thinks thaw ‘we should string them 
up and cut little pieces off them 
—one piece at a time.” . 

A gre 4 stenographer, of Fort 
Smith, Ark., would “torture them 
to a slow and awful death,” while 
a Portland, Ore., carpenter would 
feel hwppy if we “put them in a 
tank and suffocate them.” 

“Kill them, but be sure to tor- 
ture them first, the way they have 
tortured our boys,” is the sugges- 
tion of a truck driver from Hum- 
boldt, Iowa, and the widow of a 
milliner; Queens, N. Y., says, “let 
them have it wholesale; get rid 
of every ope of them.” 

Other suggestions: “Take them 
to Pearl Harbor and sink them 
. » « Put them in Siberia and let 
them freeze to death. ... Turn 
them over to the Chinese. ...

Doughboys stationed at Chantil- 
ly ushered in the holiday for more 
than 1,000 children who were their 
guests at a party December 22. 
Some of the soldiers dressed up as

‘Mad Conflict’s’ End 
Near, Declares Chiang 


CHUNGKING, Dec. 24-—(?)— 
In Christmas messages today Al- 
lied leaders in China looked for- 
ward to peace and good will for 
the world following the end of the 
war. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
in a radio message to the churches. 
of China, declared that freedom of 
any kind is impossible under the 
rule of such men as have led Japan 
and Germany back to barbarism.. 

The Chinese leader said that 15 
or 20 years ago when there was 
a strong trend toward stamping 
out religion in China he aade a 
study which convinced him “Jesus 
was not only the saviour of man- 
kind, but also the leader of a na- 
tional social religious revolution.” 

“The revolutionary force which 
He gave to the world is not unlike 
that which has inspired our three 
peoples’ principles,” Chiang said. 

“On the eve of the day tradi- 
tionally dedicated to mutual kind- 
ness, generosity and peace on 
earth, millions of people are sub- 
jected afresh to a rule of savagery, 
and many ten thousands who es- 
caped that humiliation have come 
to us empty-handed, cold and hun- 
gry as homeless refugees,” the 
generalissimo said. 

He added that nowhere in the 
world was there “greater confi- 
dence than among the people of 
China that the end of this era of 
mad conflict is almost at hand.” 

Chiang appealed to the churches 
of China to give their all in the 
coming year to aid wounded and 
sick soldiers and homeless, desti- 
tute refugees “for we shall then 
fulfill our duties as Christians and 
as citizens.” 

The American commander in 
China, Maj, Gen. Albert C. Wede- 
meyer, in a Christmas message to 
a for the Chinese people, 
said:

STABILITY NEEDED 


Glenn has insisted that founda- 
tions and persons with money 
seek to assist institutions over a 
long period of years, and want to 
be assured as to the stability of 
the hospitals to which they make 
contributions. 


With this idea in mind, Glenn 
has urged implementation of the 
hospital authority as the best and 
most effective means to establish 
a “great medical center in At- 
lanta.” 

Those favoring immediate action 
believe that Atlanta could enter a 
contract with the authority, and 
make such contribution to its oper- 
ations as it sees fit, while DeKalb 
county could proceed with its spe- 
cial county-wide tax levy for hos- 
pital purposes. 

Students of the constitutional 
amendments, assert that the pro- 
visions of the act are wide, per- 
mitting cities or counties to con- 
tract with others for providing 
hospital services, and add that it 
is not mandatory that Fulton 
county enter into the agreement 
along with Atlanta and DeKalb 
county to make the authority ef- 
fective. 


Under the constitutional provi- 
sions, Fulton and DeKalb counties 
were authorized to levy a special 
hospital tax not exceeding five 
mills, It is this tax levy which has 
caused the Fulton commission to 
insist on a new referendum.

Seen as Possibility

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—(/)—The 
status of wartime professional 
sports in the United States was 
thrown into jeopardy on Saturday 
by a government order directing 
race tracks to shut down by Jan- 
uary 3 and calling upon draft 
boards to review immediately the 
classification of men engaged in 
professional athletics. 

The double directive that caused 
consternation in the sports world 
was issued by War Mobilization 
Director James F. Byrnes. He ask- 
ed racing, a billion dollar industry 
in 1944, including flat, harness and 
dog racing, that contributed more 
than $56,000,000 in state taxes to 
close up to “prevent the use of 
critical materials, services and 
transportation ... until war condi- 
tions permit.” 


roval of President Roosevelt, 

yrnes asserted that in view of 
the “existing war situation” it was 
difficult for him and for the public 
to understand how men. can be 
physically unfit for military serv- 
ice and “yet be able to compete 
with the greatest athletes of the 
nation in games demanding physi- 
cal fitness?’ 

LETTER TO HERSHEY 

In a letter.to Lewis B. Hershey, 
selective service director, Byrnes 
said that because of the manpower 
shortage serious consideration 
should be given to “recalling these 
men into the armed services or 
where they have not heretofore 
been inducted, calling them for an- 
other physical examination.” Her- 
shey replied he had directed local 
draft boards to review the status 
of pro athletes. 

(Neither Byrnes nor Hershey 
mentioned college sports and it 
was uncertain how their future 
would be affected). 

The racing world responded 
promptly that it would co-operate 
to the utmost.

D-Day Hero, 
Former ‘Gator, 


Awarded DSC 


First Lt. Forest K. (Fergie) 
Ferguson, All-American end of the 
University of Florida, last week 
was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross for extraordinary 
heroism ander fire during the 
D-Day invasion. 

- The medal, second highest mil- 
itary award in the nation, was 
presented to the hero of peace 
and war at a special ceremony 
in Lawson General hospital, by 
Brig. Gen. William Li Sheep, com- 
manding officer of the hospital. 
The six foot, two-inch terror of 
the gridiron was a terror to the 
Nazis .when he landed on _ the 
beaches of Normandy last June 6. 
PINNED DOWN 

When Lt. Ferguson, then a sec- 
ond lieutenant, reached the shore 
he saw the first: wave of assault 
troops were pinned down by in- 


_{|tense rifle and machinegun fire. 


Annihilation faced the invading 
troops because further advance 
was blocked by extensive barbed 
wire obstacles. 

Fergie, with complete digregard 
for his safety, moved forward un- 
der heavy fire like an end going 
downfield to cover a punt. Then 


i with a bangalore torpedo he blew 


a wide gap in the assault wire, 
Rising he led* the charge of 
troops toward the enemy position, 
When he reached the German 
lines he was struck in the side 
of the head by a piece of shrap- 
nel from a high explosive shell 
and was wounded seriously. But 
his gallantry paved the way for 
the invasion troops to land and 
beat back the Nazis. 

“The personal bravery, initia- 
tive, and superior leadership of 
Lt. Ferguson under such hazard- 
ous conditions reflects great cred- 
it upon himself and was in keep- 
ing with the highest traditions of 
the armed forces,” his citation 
read. 

NEAR RECOVERY 

After he was wounded the lieu- 
tenant was brought back to ‘this 
country and assigned to Lawson 
General hospital for further treat- 
ment. He is now near recovery. 

The 25-¥ear-old officer, who 
sparked the play of the Florida 
Alligators for three seasons, play- 
ed on \Wallace Wade's All-Army 
team and while overseas was end 
on the 29th division eleven which 
captured the European theater 
football championship, He served 
in the 29th division as an infan- 
try officer. 

He was promoted to first lieu- 
tenant after he returned to Law- 
son hospital. He also wears the 
Purple Heart. The son of For- 
est K. Ferguson Sr. The officer's 
home is in Stuart, Fla.

When Japs 


' After nearly eight months of ac- 
tive service on a destroyer escort 
in the Pacific war theater, Lt. 


(j.g.) Robert Henry Goldsmith has 
returned to his home here on ieave. 
He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Maurice Goldsmith, of 1166 Vir- 
ginia avenue, N., E. 

Lt. Goldsmith took part in some 
of the Pacific fleet's formidable en- 
gagements with the Japs. They in- 
clude: the Marshall islands, Guam, 
Admiralty islands, Formosa, the 
Caroline islands, and the Philip- 
pines. His ship was one of those 
which covered the landings of 
American troops on Leyte. 

“According to the Japanese ra- 
dio,” said Lt. Goldsmith, “our ship 
with its entire crew of 220 officers 
and men is sup to be at the 
bottom of the Pacific. But here I 
am and our ship is at a west coast 
yard for refitting and repairs.” 

By way of explanation, Lt. 
Goldsmith said that two days after 
the invasion of Guam, in July, 
1944, his ship was one of six es- 
corts to a 10-ship convoy. 

HEARD JAP REPORT 

“That afternoon,” he said, “we 
turned on the radio and heard 
‘Tokio Rose’ tell listeners that the 
Japanese navy had caught and 
sunk the entire convoy, with its 
six escort vessels. In reality, they 
didn’t get a single one of us and 
the information was just about as 
accurate as most Japanese propa- 
ganda.” | 

Though supremely confident of 
the American fighting forces in 
the Pacific, Goldsmith says that 
the war against the Japs is a long 
way from finished. 

“They are fighting a losing 
fight,” he continued. “But they are 
fighting desperately. We are lick- 
ing them, but it will take time.” 

Et. Goldsmith says that the Pa- 
cific war theater is alive with 
stories of Jap atrocities. They in- 
clude not only those committed 
against the American nurses of | 
Bataan, but also against the Dutch 
women of the Netherlands East) 
Indies.
